Vital to Planning 

These conditions are vital to Hol- 
land’s own long-term planning, say 
highly-placed government sources, 
for until they are known Holland 
cannot begin to design her own 
post-war economy, and deal with 
such problems as what portion of 
the population is available for emi- 
gration, 

“That is one point in which the 
treaty with Germany will affect 
peovle in Canada,” one spokesman 
said. “Thousands of Dutchmen are 
keen to emigrate to Canada and we 
believe the Canadian government 
is keen on having them, Our under- 
standing is that it is only shipping 
which is holding up certain begin- 
nings in that direction right now. 

“Undoubtedly, however, if Ger- 
many is to be kept indefinitely 
under-restrictive controls economic- 
ally and industrially, we shall not be 
able to support all our 9,000,000 
population at home. We shall have 
to encourage them to settle else- 
where.” s 

Should Plan Ahead 

Officials said the time might be 
ripe for appointment of a joint 
Dutch- Canadian commission to 
“plan” emigration well ahead. 

“The Canadian government would 
do well to capitalize on the interest 
in Canada which the Canadian 
army stimulated here,’ said one of- 
ficial.

At Peacetime Peak 


WASHINGTON, (AP)—R.  V. 
Fletcher, president of the Associa- 
tion of American Railroads, said 
Thursday the railroads of the 
United States in 1946 handled the 
greatest volume of traflic of any 
peacetime year. 

In a review of operating for 1946, 
Fletcher said: 

“Rail freight traffic in 1946 was 
about midway between the war peak 
attained in 1944 and the pre-war 
peak of 1929.” Freight ton-miles 
were 14 percent below 1945 and 20

The answers to these questions will also in- 
dicate to Canadians whether it would be wise 
to sweep away control measures here and let 
scarce supplies and keen demand fix the price 
level and the cost of living. 

There is nothing in the Washington report 
to indicate that — up to the middle of November 
-Canadians would have fared better or as well 
if the ceilings had been taken off and prices al- 
lowed to zoom. Quite the contrary. 

As prices in Canada, since that date are 
known to have advanced less rapidly than in the 
United States, the showing is that Canada thus 
far has done well to keep its price controls in 
operation,

The entire issue was sold by 
tender to Bell Gouinlock and Com- 
pany of Toronto at a firm bid of 
1010 and accrued interest. 


This is the highest bid for munt- | 


cipal debentures received by any 
town in the province in 1946 and 
reflects very favorably the excel- 
lent standing of the town’s finan- 


cial position. The town had no

Christmas Day was a busy one 
for the “hello” girls who plug the 
switchboards in the long distance

REPRESENTING a boost of a- 
bout 300 over Christmas Day last 
year, more than 2,000 calls to points 
ne and distant were originated 
at Edmonton and its tributary long- 
distance offices, spokesmen for the 
telephones department said Saiur- | 
day. 

Major portion of the calls were 
from persons contacting their fam- 
ilies and friends in wishing them 
compliments of the season. This. 
of course is merely a natural as- 
sumption, and is not based on in- 
formation from the department, 
since the operators do not listen to 
the conversations, 

LONGEST CALL registered | 
Christmas Day was to New Zea-| 
land, linking the parties who were | 
more than 10,000 miles apart by | 
thousands of miles of undersea 
cable and connecting telephone ex- 
changes, 

There were a number of calls 
placed through to Great Britain 
and as well, several to Holland, of- 
fcials said. 

Overseas calls in this instance 
mounted so rapidly that officials 
were required to suspend further 
acceptance of social calls to Great 
Britain until Jan. 5. 

HEAVY volume was also report- 
ed on what the department terms 
“long haul” calls. originating in Ed- 
monton and ranging to 
eastern points in Canada, with 
heavy demand from Manitoba,
